To the City Council of the City of New Bedford. 

GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor to present the forty- 
seventh annual report of the Board of Trustees of the 
Free Public Library. 

While the increase in the use of the library in 1897 
was larger than that in any previous year of its history, 
the increase in 1898 was larger still. The total circula- 
tion in 1898 was 148,529 as against 132,137 in 1897, an 
increase of 16,392. The increase in 1897 was 15,512 
volumes, which in its turn was considerably larger than in 
1896. One ot the causes which materially contributed to 
the unusual increase of the past year was the strike. 
Hardly had the mill gates closed when the demand upon the 
library began to grow. It was readily observable that a 
large proportion of the new comers were workers from 
the mills; some of them, indeed, expressed the view that 
one of the compensations of the strike was the opportunity 
which it gave them for reading. The range of literature 
selected by these working men and women was very wide, 
including representatives of almost every class. But it was 
notable that the English classics in fiction and poetry, the 
standard works of history, and the discussions of political 
economy and social science were called for to a surpris- 
ing degree. It is not among the least of the good offices’ 
of the library that it furnished solace to so many people 
in a peculiarly trying situation.

Ten years ago—in 1888—the total circulation was 68,- 
939 volumes. ‘That mark was doubled several years ago ; 
at the present rate of increase, it will be tripled in two or 
three years more. Such increase makes many demands 
upon the financial resources of the library. For exam- 
ple, in 1888 it was found necessary to bind only 485 vol- 
umes. In 1898, 2,392 were bound and repaired. Such 
an increase is due chiefly to the increase of home circula- 
tion, which wears out books of fiction and the popular 
works of the bour with great rapidity, particularly as 
most books do not come from the publishers in very se- 
cure bindings. It is not probable, however, that this 
year will see the binding account quite as large, as a con- 
siderable number of books were last year rebound before 
they had reached the limit of bad condition. But, as the 
books are more and more used, the expense of replacing 
those which wear out, and of repairing those which may 
still be serviceable must, on the whole, continue to grow. 
The same principle will hold true of most of the running 
expenses of the library. 

For obvious reasons it 1s impossible to keep an accu- 
rate account of the number ot readers who frequent the 
reading-room, and probably the figures would not be of 
much value if they could be obtained. The fact is patent 
to all frequenters of the library and to the trustees, that 
the accommodations for readers and students are farther 
from meeting the demand than ever. As with the circu- 
lation for home use, so with the reading room,—there 
was an instant increase of patrons with the beginning of 
the strike. That special demand happily ceased, but its 
influence in the increased use of the reading room re- 
mains. , 

To a limited extent the opening of the north and south 
reading rooms has relieved the strain upon the reading 
room at the library building. A few people who go to 
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those rooms would if they did not exist resort to the cen- 
tral library. But it is apparent that most of the very 
gratifying patronage of these rooms is of persons who 
are drawn to them because they are easy of access. The 
rooms have now been in operation long enough to leave 
no doubt that it was wise to establish them, and no ques- 
tion that they must be permanent. 

As foreshadowed in the last annual report, the trustees 
have made the beginning of a collection of photographic 
reproductions of works of art and architecture. The pur- 
chases thus far made form but a small proportion of what 
a complete collection must be, and probably several years 
will be required to bring it to a satisfactory condition. 
Lack of means and lack of room appear to be the chief 
obstacles in the way of this enterprise. The beginning 
made has, however, proved very satisfactory to lovers of 
art, and has been found useful in several directions. 

Most of the library reports of the last dozen years have, 
with greater or less emphasis, called attention to the bad 
conditions under which the work of the library is done, 
and especially to the lack of suitable room. At this time, 
the trustees can do no less than to remind the City Coun- 
cil that with the increased demands upon the library and 
its working force, the lack of proper accommodations is 
made more conspicuous than ever.
